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PREFACE 


WE live in a world of speed and transition where old institutions 
and ways of life change quickly and radically. In no field is it 
more true than in that of preventive and curative medicine. 
The National Health Service Act of 1946 has provided the oppor- 
tunity whereby all may obtain medical advice and treatment 
irrespective of social or financial status. 


Acts of Parliament, however, are not in themselves sufficient 
to make this possible. It is essential that those who may need 
such services should be aware of their existence ; that they may 
know to whom they can turn for help ; and that they should use 
the assistance offered intelligently and with a sense of respon- 
sibility. 


To help in the difficult task of public enlightenment on such 
matters, presenting the information in a concise and acceptable 
form the Health Department has designed this booklet. 


The services concerned with the maintenance of health are 
many and at times complex in their arrangement. Family 
doctors, Public Health medical officers, clinic workers, health 
visitors, sanitary inspectors, midwives, nurses and welfare 
workers all play their part and behind them are our institutions, 
hospitals, laboratories and research centres actively engaged in . 
the day to day business of keeping the community in good 
health. 


It is with this hope that I now present the picture to the 
people of Bristol, namely that they may read this booklet with 
diligence and so learn more of the health and social services 
provided for their use ; that having learnt more of these services 
they will use them not wantonly but wisely for the benefit 
of all.

INTRODUCTION 


This booklet has been prepared with the object of giving a comprehensive 
statement on the many health services available in Bristol. 

Although not exhaustive in its treatment of the subject, it should prove a 
useful guide for all who seek help and advice in matters relating to health. 


II 
THE NATIONAL HEALTH SERVICE 


The advent of the National Health Service Scheme has made available for 
the first time in our history a complete medical service without the payment of 
fees in most instances. 

The service offers: 


(a) A family doctor and the supply of medicine, drugs, dressings and 
appliances. 

(5) Dental treatment, including the supply of dentures. 

(c) Facilities for the testing of the eyes and the provision of spectacles. 

(d) A hospital service of both general and special types providing invest- 
igation and treatment for out-patients and in-patients, together with 
the equipment required for treatment. 

(e) A consultant service in the hospitals and clinics, or in the patient’s 
home if necessary. 

(f) Public Health and allied services. Some of these are old and well- 
established whilst others have lately come into being as part of the 
provisions of County Borough and County Councils. They include 
such things as the general supervision of the health of the people, 
the control of infectious disease, the welfare of tuberculosis patients 
living at home, sanitation, the purity of water and food, the provision 
of health centres, a midwifery service, infant welfare, day nurseries, 

. home nursing, home helps, school health, inoculation for diphtheria 
and vaccination for smallpox, ambulances, port health and the super- 
vision in their homes of those who suffer or have suffered from mental 
and nervous disorders. 


Ill 
ADMINISTRATION OF THE SERVICE 


1. CENTRAL 
The Minister of Health 


It is the duty of the Minister of Health to promote the establishment of a 
comprehensive health service designed to secure improvement in the physical and 
mental health of the people and the prevention, diagnosis and treatment of illness 
and for that purpose to provide or secure the effective provision of services in 
accordance with the provisions of the National Health Service Act. 
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Central Health .Services Council 


For the purpose of advising the Minister in all matters relating to the 
provision of the National Health Service there has been constituted the Central 
Health Services Council. 


2. LOcAL AND REGIONAL 


The responsibility for the organisation of the various services provided 
under the National Health Service Scheme has been deputed to local and regional 
governing bodies appointed by the Minister of Health. 

The authorities administering the Services are as follows : 


Local Executive Councils 


In each area corresponding to that of a local health authority which is a 
county-borough or county council there has been set up an Executive Council 
whose responsibility it is to organise the General Medical and Dental Services, 
the Pharmaceutical Services and the Supplementary Ophthalmic Services which 
provide family doctors, dentists, chemists and opticians giving advice, treatment, 
medicine, drugs, dressings and appliances. 


Regional Hospital Boards and 
Boards of Governors of Teaching Hospitals 


The provision of hospital and specialist services has been planned on larger 
areas. The area served by each Regional Hospital Board has been designed so that 
its work can conveniently be associated with a university having a medical school. 

The Regional Hospital Board control through Hospital Management 
Committees the non-teaching hospitals in their area and the Board of Governors 
control directly the teaching hospitals on which the area is centred. 

Regional Hospital Boards and Boards of Governors are responsible to the 
Minister of Health and act as his agents to the hospitals administered. 

It is the duty of the Boards to provide hospital accommodation, medical, 
nursing and other services required in hospitals and the services of specialists 
whether in hospital, health centre, clinic or in the patient’s home if necessary on 
medical grounds. 


County Borough and County Council Authorities 


Of the Committees set up by County Borough and County Councils there 
are few which do not have an interest in health problems. 

The Health and Education Committees are more directly concerned, the 
administration of the medical work being directed by the Medical Officer of Health 
or the County Medical Officer who is usually also the School Medical Officer. 

The Children’s Committee are responsible for the welfare of children 
deprived of a normal home life. 

The Welfare Services Committee deal with the accommodation and welfare 
of persons suffering from infirmity and age, or physical handicap, or as a result 
of distress of any kind. 

As mentioned in an earlier paragraph, the services provided by these 
authorities under the National Health Service Act had already existed in many 
cases, but the change that occurred in our social administration necessitated 
modification, rearrangement and amplification of the existing services. 

Some of the facilities now available are provided under the National Health 
Service Act but there are many others in addition legislated for otherwise than 
than under this Act.:

THE SERVICES AVAILABLE IN BRISTOL 
AND HOW THEY ARE OBTAINED 


1 GENERAL MEDICAL AND DENTAL SERVICES, PHARMACEUTICAL SERVICES AND 
SUPPLEMENTARY OPHTHALMIC SERVICES.

All the services under this heading are administered by the Bristol Executive 
Council. 

Everyone is entitled to the services of a doctor who has undertaken to provide 
general medical services under the Act. A list of such doctors in Bristol can be 
seen at any Post Office in the area and at the offices of the Executive Council. 

There is a free choice of doctor for all, the parent or guardian should make 
the selection for those under 16 years. 


To choose a doctor under the National Health Service for the first time, 
Form E.C.1., which can be obtained at doctors’ surgeries or from the Executive 
Council’s offices must be carefully completed and taken to the doctor selected. 
If he accepts he will sign the form and send it to the Executive Council. The 
Executive Council will then issue a ‘‘ Medical Card ”’ with the name of the doctor 
on whose list the person has been accepted on page 1. 

When a person removes permanently to an address outside the area of 
practice of the doctor whose name appears on page 1 of the Medical Card or 
wishes to change to the list of another doctor in the same area the transfer may 
be effected at any time by taking the Medical Card to the new doctor, after comply- 
ing with the simple instructions printed thereon. 

If a person removes temporarily (z.e. for a period not exceeding three months) 
and treatment is required, it may be obtained from any doctor in the neighbourhood 
of the new address who has undertaken service under the Act, on application. 
An applicant for temporary medical treatment will be asked by the doctor to sign 
a form on which must be stated the home address, home doctor, and National 
Registration Identity Number. 

All medicines, drugs, dressings and certain appliances which the doctor, 
on whose list the person’s name appears, considers necessary for the proper treat- 
ment of the person, will be prescribed by him on the official Prescription Form 
(E.C. 10) and will be supplied by any chemist or firm whose name appears on the 
Pharmaceutical List for the area, which is also available at all Post Offices and the 
offices of the Executive Council. 


If a person’s doctor considers that he requires his eyes tested he will issue 
a certificate (Form O.S.C.1) which should be taken to any Ophthalmic Medical 
Practitioner or Ophthalmic Optician whose name appears in the Ophthalmic List 
(available at Post Offices or at the office of the Executive Council). 

The National Registration Identity Card must be shown to the Ophthalmic 
Medical Practitioner or Ophthalmic Optician. 

If spectacles are prescribed a Form O.S.C.2 will be completed by the 
Ophthalmic Medical Practitioner or Ophthalmic Optician and sent to the Executive 
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Council. This form will be returned to the person by the Executive Council a 
little later and he will be at liberty to take the form to any optician on the list, 
who will supply the necessary spectacles. 

A choice of frames is available for some of which the optician may make 
a charge. 


When dental advice or treatment is required this can be obtained by direct 
application to any dentist whose name appears on the Dental List (available at 
Post Offices or at the offices of the Executive Council). All necessary treatment, 
including extractions, fillings and dentures to provide dental fitness will be afforded 
by the dentist if he undertakes the case. The National Registration Identity 
Number will be required by the dentist and he will request the applicant to sign 
a form, a portion of which will be handed to the applicant as an acknowledgment 
of acceptance for treatment under the National Health Service Act. 

Note : A dental service is also available in the city clinics where priority is given 
to expectant and nursing mothers and young children. 

A list of doctors who undertake maternity services (the Obstetric List) is 
included in the area Medical List referred to above. If the doctor with whom the 
person is enrolled for general medical services does not undertake maternity 
services himself, he will recommend her to another doctor who does. 

Expectant mothers who wish to avail themselves of this service should book 
up with a doctor on the obstetric list for ante-natal supervision, attendance at the 
confinement (if necessary) and for post-natal supervision. 


2. THe HosPpiIraAL AND SPECIALIST SERVICES 


These services are provided by— 

The Board of Governors of the United Bristol Hospitals—(Teaching 

Hospitals) and 

The South West Regional Hospital Board—(Non-teaching Hospitals) 

who act as the agents of the Minister of Health. The South Western 
Regional Hospital Area covers the administrative counties of Cornwall, Devon, 
Somerset, Gloucestershire (except the North East portion) and the Western half 
of Wiltshire, together with the county boroughs of Bristol, Bath, Gloucester, 
Exeter and Plymouth.

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The Hospital Services provided cater for general medical and surgical 
illness whether of an acute or a chronic nature, infectious disease, venereal diseases, 
tuberculosis, diseases of the eyes, skin, ear, nose and throat, maternity and gyn- 
aecological cases, children’s ailments, mental deficiency and mental illness. Other 
units deal with thoracic surgery, neuro-surgery, plastic surgery, radiology, pathology, 
bacteriology, physiotherapy, spa treatment and convalescence. 


The Hospital Boards are responsible for the appointment of specialists to 
meet the needs of the area under their administration. 

In addition to the facilities in the various hospitals and outpatient depart- 
ments provision is made for the attendance of specialists at the consultant sessions 
in the municipal clinics for ante-natal, and school health patients. 

General practitioners can make arrangements through the Domiciliary 
Consultant Bureau at Bristol Royal Infirmary or the secretary’s office at other 
hospitals, or directly with a specialist for attendance in a patient’s home where 
this is necessary on medical grounds. 


The family doctor will give advice about how to proceed if the services of a 
hospital of any kind are required, whether for consultation in hospital or at home, 
special investigation, out-patient or in-patient treatment including operation and 
the provision of appliances. 

It is customary for the family doctor to give a note of introduction to the 
‘specialist at the hospital outpatient department where he wishes a patient to attend. 
He may arrange, or may ask the patient te arrange an appointment through the 
appointments bureau of the hospital concerned. When requesting an appointment 
the name, age and address, and some indication of the complaint or the service 
required should be given so that booking is made into the correct out-patient 
department. Thereafter the hospital will advise directly or through the family 
doctor as to further procedure such as admission, special investigation and treat- 
ment. 


When special privacy is desirable, provided such accommodation is available, 
it may be obtained at additional cost. Outside the hospital scheme certain hospital 
beds, and of course, nursing home accommodation can be obtained for payment, 
about which the family doctor can advise. 


As mentioned earlier, certain appliances can be prescribed for by the family 
doctor. There are many others that can be supplied on the recommendation of a 
consultant at a hospital. They include such items as artificial limbs, surgical 
footwear, invalid chairs, artificial eyes, wigs, surgical supports and hearing aids. 
When worn out the appliance can be replaced or repaired without additional 
charge. 


There are convalescent homes and remedial centres provided for use when 
a stay in such an institution is considered necessary by the consultant in charge 
of the case. 

In addition, of course, there are many homes run by voluntary and private 
agencies where a restful holiday can be obtained under the arrangements of the 
particular home. 


The arrangements for the admission to Hospitals and Institutions vary. 

Note : AMBULANCES AND CARS ARE PROVIDED BY THE CITY COUNCIL.

Emergencies : Cases of an acute medical or surgical nature requiring 
immediate admission to hospital can be sent by the doctor to the hospital of his 
choice provided the admissions officer is willing to receive the case. 

Otherwise the request for admission should be made to the Emergency 
Bed Bureau at Southmead Hospital, Telephone 68031. The officer on duty will 
then nominate the hospital into which the patient is to be admitted. 


Apart from admission through the emergency arrangements and the out- 
patient departments, the regular mode of admission is by previous arrangement 
between the doctor and the hospital. Before admission the specialist will sometimes 
see the patient in the hospital outpatient department, clinic or in his own home. 

A general guide as to how the services of the various hospitals and units 
can be obtained is appended in tabular form.

Procedure for obtaining Admission 
to Hospital or Institution or 
Service of a Unit 


Admission can be arranged directly with 
the Orthopaedic Hospital or through the 
Orthopaedic Outpatient Department of 
the Royal Infirmary either as an 
emergency or by appointment. Acute 
cases are sometimes admitted in the first 
place to one of the general hospitals 
dealing with acute surgery being 
subsequently transferred to the Ortho- 
paedic Hospital. 


Arrangements are made through Ortho- 
paedic outpatient clinics of the general 
hospitals concerned. 

School children should be referred to 
Orthopaedic Clinics held at Central 
Clinic. 


Admission to these homes is obtained on 
the recommendation of a specialist only 
and application should be made by 
doctors through out-patients depart- 
ments of hospitals. For Maternity and 
Child Welfare and school children 
additional convalescent facilities are 
made available by the City Council. 
Applications should be sent to the 
Medical Officer of Health or the School 
Medical Officer, Central Health Clinic, 
Bristol 2 


Application for the admission of chronic 
sick patients and aged infirm persons is 
made by doctors to Stapleton Hospital 
direct or to Admission Officer at 
Southmead Hospital for Southmead and 
Snowdon Road Hospitals. 


Requests for admission should be made 
to the Hospital or to the Notification 
Section of Central Health Clinic by the 
doctor in attendance. 


Admission is arranged by doctors by 
referring cases for examination by 
Chest Physician at Central Health 
Clinic or in patient’s own home. 


Consultations are arranged by appoint- 
ment. 





Admissions are arranged through the 
normal outpatient clinics beld at these 
centres, or by special arrangement with 
the Venereal Disease Consultant at 
Upper Maudlin Street.

Procedure for obtaining Admission 
to Hospital or Institution or

Patients can be admitted through the 
outpatient clinics held at the Royal 
Infirmary by arrangement through the 
appointments bureau and by direct 
arrangement with the Medical Super- 
intendent. Admission of emergency 
cases should be requested through the 
Council’s Mental Health Service, Marl- 
borough House, Bristol 2. (See also 
page 20). 


Admission to these colonies may be 
arranged by doctors or by private 
individuals in certain cases directly with 
the Medical Superintendent. Fuller 
information and advice can be had on 
request from the Council’s Mental 
Health Service, Marlborough Hill, 
Bristol 2. 

Requests for places in the Occupation 
Centre (non-residential) should be sent

Distinct from the work performed under the general medical and hospital Nature of — 
services, the health services of the City Council are concerned with wider problems _ City Gouncil’s 
affecting large sections or the whole of the community. Moreover the measures ne Aah 
adopted in dealing with such problems are rather more preventive in nature although 
as will be seen, no time is lost in correcting a situation that may endanger health. 

There are few departments of the city organisation which do not have a 
bearing on health in some way or other.

(a) ‘THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT

The work of the Health Department is directed by the Medical Officer of Medical Officer 
Health. It is his duty to supervise the general health of the city and to advise the of Health 
Health Committee of the City Council in all such matters. 

The administration of the department is controlled from the Central Health 
Clinic. Every branch of the health work is represented here and advice on any 
subject is available on request. 

Subsidiary clinics, eight in number, are situated in the more outlying areas. 

A complete list with telephone numbers will be found under Appendix I of Section 
V—page 33. At any of these clinics advice can be obtained on the health services 
and clinic sessions are held regularly. In addition there are maternity and 
child welfare clinics conducted in a large number of hired premises, details of which 
can be found in Appendix J of Section V—page 33.

The Health Department acts as a source of information on general health 
problems through the media of advice, publications, lectures, exhibitions and other 
forms of health education. 


A close watch is kept on the incidence of certain diseases some of which 
are infectious and others which are not. Steps are taken to prevent the occurrence 
and spread of disease and to ensure that the sufferers receive all necessary treatment. 
By such means a vast amount of unnecessary ill-health and even death is prevented, 
as can be seen by comparing the annual reports of today with those of past years. 


Bristol, being a sea and air port, has responsibilities reaching beyond the 
range of its own boundaries. Ships, planes and travellers coming from foreign 
countries where a comparable level of public health is not maintained, provide a 
constant possible source of danger to the community from infection and infestation. 
It is only by the constant practice of vigilance and routine preventive measures in 
the Port Health Service that serious trouble is avoided. 


It is appreciated by all that the surroundings in which one lives and works 
from day to day can have a profound effect on health. For this reason the Health 
Department interests itself in the state of housing, the disposal of refuse and sewage, 
the control of offensive trades, the smoke problem, disinfection and disinfestation, 
rodent control, the purity of milk, food and water, and the cleanliness of catering 
establishments and premises where food is prepared. Such problems are handled 
as a rule by the Chief Sanitary Inspector, 48 Queen Square, Bristol 1 (telephone 
20171) working under the general direction of the Medical Officer of Health. 


It would be impossible to carry on much of the important control and invest- 
igational work practised by the Health Department without the help of an efficient 
laboratory and Bristol is fortunate in having the services of the laboratories of the 
Department of Preventive Medicine of the University at Canynge Hall, White- 
ladies Road, Bristol 8 (telephone 38257). The laboratory also acts as a distribution 
centre for vaccines, sera and lymph, under Ministry of Health arrangements. 


It is the responsibility of the Health Department to provide health centres 
where, in addition to the maternity and child welfare and school health services 
normally obtained in clinics, there will also be made available facilities for the services 
of family doctors, dentists, opticians, etc. The health centres will serve, like the 
clinics of today, as information centres where advice and help on all health matters 
will be available. 


One of the most important services of the Health Department is that pro- 
vided for mothers and young children. 


Complete arrangements are in operation for skilled ante-natal supervision 
of expectant mothers throughout pregnancy by consultants, doctors and nurses 
in the clinics. Advice is given on the preparations necessary before the baby arrives, 
thereafter in feeding, clothes and general management. 


For those who have their babies at home there is an efficient service of 
midwives, and in the event of difficulty arising during the birth of the baby, expert 
advice and help can be had in hospital or in the home if necessary. The midwife 
will attend the mother and her baby until they are well and will then refer them to 
the health visitor for subsequent supervision. Booking of midwives should take 
place through one of the municipal clinics. 
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For those who for health or domestic reasons have their babies in hospital 
the necessary arrangements will be made at the ante-natal clinic where supervision 
is conducted and on discharge from hospital the mother and child will come under 
the care of the health visitor. 


When a baby is born prematurely it is often impossible to tide it over the 
first few months without special facilities for care and treatment either at home 
or in hospital. A special unit for these babies has been in operation now for some 
years at Southmead Hospital, the results obtained being highly satisfactory. 


Not infrequently a mother suffers from varying degrees of ill-health after 
her baby is born. She should seek advice about such problems early so that her 
health and that of the baby does not suffer. The midwife or health visitor will be 
able to arrange about examination and such treatment as is necessary. Much 
ignorance still persists about the post-natal state and in order to obtain help and 
advice nursing mothers may consult the doctor who supervised their confinement 
or if they attended a clinic before this they should attend a special post-natal clinic 
where they are interviewed and examined by a doctor to make certain that all is 
well. Mothers are strongly urged to have such an examination even at considerable 
inconvenience to themselves as the advice and help they will receive is invaluable. 


Advice can be given on sterility for both men and women at special sessions 
held at Central Health Clinic, in addition to those available under the Hospital 
Services. 


When necessary on medical grounds birth control methods will be prescribed 
at post-natal clinics (Appendix J, Section V—page 34) for individual cases. If such 
advice is sought for other reasons the family doctor or the Bristol Mothers’ Welfare 
Clinic at 14 The Barton, St. James’, Bristol 1 (Friday 10 a.m. to 12 noon and 2.15 
p-m. to 4.15 p.m.) should be consulted. 


The Marriage and Family Guidance Council (a voluntary organisation) 
77 Park Street, Bristol (telephone 24721) is prepared to give advice on all marriage 
and family problems. 


When mother and baby have returned from hospital or the lying-in period 
at home has been completed the health visitor will continue the supervision of the 
baby’s progress up to and including schooldays, as well as assisting in survey work 
and the following up of children for health supervision on behalf of the School 
Medical Officer. Should she consider that further medical advice is required she 
will put the mother in touch with the family doctor or an infant welfare clinic. 


Health visitors are employed in special investigations of a socio-medical 
nature on behalf of the Medical Officer of Health and in the welfare supervision of 
handicapped persons. 


Infant welfare clinics are held in clinics and hired premises throughout the 
city for the purpose of giving expert advice and guidance to mothers in every 
aspect of their craft. There is always a health visitor in attendance and a doctor 
visits periodically to see special cases and make regular examinations. Lectures and 
demonstrations are arranged and facilities are usually provided for children to 
be tended during the session. 

Should consultant advice of any kind be required it can be arranged for at 
one of the hospitals or at a clinic’ consultant session.

For the benefit of mothers and infants who are in need of a restful holiday 
either together or separately there are convalescent homes available for which fees 
are charged on a sliding scale. Particulars about such facilities are obtained through 
any of the Council’s clinics on request. 


Homes have been opened to meet the special difficulties encountered by the 
mothers of illegitimate babies, both before and after confinement and a welfare 
officer is employed at Central Health Clinic (telephone 26602) to handle the 
delicate problems peculiar to this situation. She will also help in arranging adoptions 
where this course has to be taken. 


For the convenience of mothers who have to go out to work or for some 
other reason need to be relieved of the care of small children during the day, 
nurseries are provided. The children are looked after, fed, washed, amused and 
trained in good habits between the hours of 8 a.m. and 5.30 p.m. Applicants should 
ask the sister-in-charge at the nearest day nursery for full details of the scheme. 
A list of day nurseries will be found in Appendix K, Section V—page 37. 


The City Council, through the agency of the Bristol District Nursing 
Association, 6/7 Berkeley Square, Bristol 8 (telephone 24037, 36075 and 23697) 
has made provision for home nursing facilities. The sisters employed are specially 
trained in this work and highly skilled in their profession. They are competent 
to handle patients who are acutely ill and cases of infectious disease are not excluded 
from the scheme. The nursing sisters work under the direction of the patient’s 
family doctor at all times. 


Special nursing appliances are provided by the Health Department and can 
be hired if the doctor in attendance considers they are necessary by applying 
to the Medical Officer of Health. 


A home help service has been organised by the City Council to assist in a 
purely domestic role in cases where a mother is having a baby, when sudden 
emergency has deprived the household of the mother’s services and where age 
and infirmity prevent a person from caring adequately for him or herself. Appli- 
cations should be made to the Central Health Clinic (26602). 


The Health Department has many responsibilities concerning the care and 
supervision of those who suffer or have suffered from mental disability, defect or 
disease. Parents and relatives quite naturally feel sensitive about problems assoc- 
iated with such disorders. They tend to avoid seeking advice and help at an early 
stage in the hope that time will put things right, only to find at a later date that more 
serious trouble has developed. Because of this the Mental Health Service does its 
utmost to ensure the discreet and sympathetic handling of all enquiries. Arrange- 
ments can be made for examination and diagnosis, advice given about the various 
forms of treatment and training appropriate to the case and information supplied on 
every aspect of the service. The section also provides duly authorised officers for 
making arrangements about certification, admission to hospital and after-care 
of those suffering from mental illness or defect. An occupational and industrial 
centre is provided for the care and training of those living at home who have been 
excluded from or have left the educational system. Application for any of these 
services should be made to the Supervising Officer, Marlborough House, Bristol 2. 
(telephone 26192 during office hours and 26192 or 26602 out of office hours).

A special booklet entitled “ Introducing the Mental Health Service” has 
been prepared for issue to all those seeking fuller information about this branch 
of the work. A copy can be obtained free of charge on application to the Super- 
vising Officer at the above address. 


An ambulance service is operated by the City Council for the conveyance of 
patients between hospitals and their homes. Cars can be supplied for sitting cases 
which do not need the full facilities of an ambulance. When such transport is 
needed the family doctor or the hospital almoner can make the arrangements 
(telephone 26636-7-8). 


Arrangements have been made with general practitioners in the city for 
free vaccination for smallpox prevention. The best age for vaccination is within 
the first six months of life. A similar scheme is in operation for free preventive 
inoculation for diphtheria. Children should receive their primary course of two 
injections at nine months old followed by a single injection just before entering 
school. Inoculation for diphtheria is available at all clinics, infant welfare centres 
and schools. 


Vaccines, lymph and sera are distributed through the laboratory of the 
Preventive Medicine Department of the University, Canynge Hall, Bristol 8 
(telephone 38257). 


Yellow fever inoculation is done on behalf of the Ministry of Health by 
the Regional Blood Transfusion Depot at Southmead Hospital by appointment 
(telephone 68021). 


Inoculations for many other purposes are sometimes required by travellers 
going abroad. They may be given by special arrangement with the family doctor 
who has or will obtain the materials required. The Health Department will advise 
anyone should difficulty be encountered. 


Immunisation for whooping cough has not as yet been provided as a public 
service but anyone desirous of having it done for their children should consult 
the family doctor. Immunisation should be carried out in the early weeks of life. 


At present a prophylactic for measles, suitable for general distribution, 
has not been found. In special circumstances, however, it may be desirable to 
terminate an outbreak or attenuate the severity of an expected attack. This refers 
chiefly to closed communities of children in hospitals and nurseries. Doctors should 
apply for supplies of pooled adult serum for measles prophylaxis to the Department 
of Preventive Medicine of the University, Canynge Hall (telephone 38257). 


When various members of a household have an itching condition of the 
skin which disturbs their rest at night, scabies should be thought of as a possible 
cause. Unless all members of the household are treated at the same time relapse 
is almost certain to occur. 

Treatment can be obtained on application at the Central Clinic, Tower 
Hill, Bristol 2 (telephone 26602). 


Another trouble of families, causing loss of sleep, scratching, irritability, 
failure to thrive or merely “ dark shadows under the eyes ”’ is infestation by thread- 
worms. These can be seen most readily by examining the fold between the buttocks 
in a good light an hour or two after going to bed.

Treatment is provided for children in the infant welfare and school-treatment 
clinics. Re-infection is very common unless all members of the family receive 
treatment. 


Under the National Health Service scheme a considerable change has taken 
place in the administration of tuberculosis services. Formerly under single control, 
the arrangements today are shared by two authorities. 

The clinical and hospital aspects of the problem are provided for by the 
Regional Hospital Board but the welfare, domestic and social aspects are still the 
responsibility of the Health Department. 

The procedure for the referral of patients to Chest Physicians by general 
practitioners has already been outlined under the hospital services, but owing to 
the reluctance of many people to proceed in this way and because of the importance 
attached to obtaining an early diagnosis in this disease anyone can obtain an appoint- 
ment for x-ray examination of the chest by direct application to the Medical 
Officer of Health at the Central Clinic (telephone 26602). 

The x-ray has proved of such great value in diagnosing early and often unsus- 
pected chest disease that the Mass Miniature X-ray Service organised by the Regional 
Hospital Board has been made available for the examination of individuals or large 
groups of persons in factories, works, schools, etc. Applications for appointments 
of a personal nature or by representatives of groups should be sent to the Organising 
Secretary, Mass Miniature X-Ray Unit, Central Clinic, Tower Hill, Bristol 2 
(telephone 26602). 

Welfare in regard to tuberculosis includes all measures other than the 
strictly medical: or clinical, which are desirable in promoting the well-being of 
patients and their dependents. All enquiries about financial help, accommodation, 
extra nourishment, clothing, bedding, surgical and nursing appliances, the boarding 
out of children and the finding of suitable employment will receive the sympathetic 
attention of the Tuberculosis Welfare Officer at the Central Clinic, Tower Hill, 
Bristol 2 (telephone 26602). 


Only the welfare work relative to this subject remains in the hands of the 
Health Department, the clinical and hospital work having been transferred to the 
Regional Hospital Board. Patients may be referred to any of the special clinics 
by the family doctor, they may make an appointment by direct application to a 
treatment centre or they may call at any of the regular sessions. (For particulars 
see Page 15). 

For expectant or nursing mothers or the mothers of illegitimate babies 
separate arrangements are made through the ordinary maternity and child welfare 
clinics for investigation at Central Health Clinic, Tower Hill, Bristol 2. 

It is well to remember that many infections are incurred quite innocently and 
no one need have any fear of publicity as all proceedings are conducted in strict 
confidence. 

Helpful advice on problems in any way associated with these infections can 
be had from the welfare officers at any of the treatment centres on application. 


(6) THe EpucaTION DEPARTMENT

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19. Home Nursing Service. The welcome visits of the District Nurse contribute greatly to the 
comfort of patients nursed at home. 


The School Health Service is a very important part of the work of the 
Education Department. It is closely linked with all the other health services as 
the School Medical Officer is also Medical Officer of Health. 


Children attending school are medically examined and surveyed at regular 
intervals to ensure that they are in a healthy and clean state. Any abnormalities 
found are reported to the parents who are advised how to obtain further investi- 
gation and treatment from clinic, family doctor or hospital. 


A mother may have her child examined for any special reason by applying 
to the head teacher of the school attended. 


Children showing difficulty in their progress at school, or who fail to adjust 
themselves to school life receive special attention. Both day and residential schools 
are provided so that they can learn happily in an environment suited to their 
needs. 


The School Dental Officers examine the teeth of all school children annually 
and if the parents agree carry out any necessary treatment. 


A most important feature of the school service today is the attention devoted 
to the provision of meals and milk. 


Health education cannot begin too early in life. For the habit training of 
children age 2-5 years there are provided nursery schools and for those age 3-5 years 
nursery classes in ordinary schools to which admission is arranged through the 
head teacher of the school chosen. A list of nursery schools and classes is found in 
Appendix K of Section V—page 37. 


Parents and teachers should bear in mind the importance of having abnormal- 
ties attended to energetically at as early an age as possible and for this purpose the 
School Health Service exists. There is no branch of medical investigation or 
treatment to which access is denied in a case of need. 


Children who suffer from physical or mental defect, or are subject to 
chronic illness are given special consideration just before leaving school with a view 
to placing them in occupations that are suited to their capacities. Conferences are 
often arranged where the parents have an opportunity of discussing the problem 
with any of the responsible officers concerned and Ministry of Labour officials 
visit schools to give advice and help in such matters. 


Arrangements are made for all leavers to visit the mass miniature x-ray 
unit of the Regional Hospital Board at the Central Health Clinic for the early 
detection of tuberculosis and other chest diseases. 


{c) ‘THe CHILDREN’s DEPARTMENT

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In recent years increasing attention has been given to the care of children 
deprived temporarily or permanently, for various reasons, of a normal family 
life. It is the duty of the Children’s Officer to attend to the welfare of such children. 


Knowledge of children in his area requiring care comes from various 
sources. 

The courts, in dealing with juvenile delinquency, cases of cruelty or neglect, 
children beyond parental control or truanting frequently bring to light a situation 
where the Children’s Officer may have to take action in the interests of the 
child. 

The voluntary societies interesting themselves in child welfare may have 
their attention drawn to a case in which the Children’s Officer can help. 

Through liaison with the Health and Education Departments also children 
are found in situations necessitating advice, help or action. 


The form in which care should be provided for such children must be decided 
with prudence. 


For children who are only temporarily deprived because of the absence or 
illness of the parents a reception centre is provided for their accommodation. 
The same home acts as a place of observation for prospective long stay children 
where they can be studied and placed eventually in an environment suited to their 
requirements. 


By the method of adoption a child acquires a real home to which he belongs 
and where he is wanted. The Children’s Officer operates the Council’s scheme 
for the adoption of children and can give advice on all aspects of the subject. 


When the parents of a child are unable to give consent for adoption the next 
best arrangement is for the child to be placed with a foster mother who is responsible 
to the Children’s Officer for his care. 


Children’s Homes are provided for others requiring long stay facilities but 
who are not suitable on medical or social grounds for placing with real or foster 
parents. 

Other homes accommodate children awaiting medical investigation prior to 
the hearing of their case in court or undergoing a period of corrective training so that 
they can be fitted to take their place in the community. 


Parents are required to contribute towards the cost of the care of their 
children not living with them. 


(d) WELFARE SERVICES DEPARTMENT

The administration of the Welfare Services Department is carried out © 
under the direction of the Welfare Services Officer. 
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It is the duty of the City Council to provide residential accommodation 
for persons who by reason of age, infirmity or other circumstances are in 
need of care and attention not otherwise available, and to provide temporary 
accommodation for those who are victims of such circumstances as fire, flood, 
eviction, etc., which could not reasonably have been foreseen. The services of 
voluntary bodies may be and are used on an agency basis to assist in the carrying 
out of these duties. 


x 


Arrangements have been made for persons so accommodated to have all 
the benefits of the Health Service other then specialist services in or near their 
place of residence. 


On behalf of the National Assistance Board the Welfare Services Department 
undertakes the management of reception centres for those who do not have a settled 
mode of life. 


Welfare arrangements are made for the benefit of those who are blind, deaf 
and dumb and others who are substantially and permanently handicapped by 
illness, injury or congenital deformity. These include the provision of information, 
advice and instruction to help the afflicted in overcoming their disability, the 
provision of hostels, workshops and recreational facilities. 


Through arrangement with a voluntary agency hot meals are delivered to 
the aged, infirm and disabled persons in their own homes. 


The Welfare Services Officer can arrange for the removal of a person, 
suffering from grave chronic disease, being aged, infirm or incapacitated and who 
lives in insanitary conditions and who is unable to give himself and is not receiving 
from others proper care and attention. 


The responsibility of the protection of the property of persons who have 
had to enter hospital or institution is placed on the Welfare Services Officer. 


For the services mentioned in this section charges may be made where a 
person is able to pay, or he may be required to perform work if able bodied in 
return for his accommodation. 


(e) VOLUNTARY ORGANISATIONS 


No booklet of this kind would be complete without some reference to the 
magnificent work carried on by the voluntary organisations of which we have some 
200 actively engaged today. Indeed, much of the work already referred to had its 
origins or its counterpart at least in the earlier activities of such bodies. It would 
be impossible to mention all the voluntary facilities offered but fuller information 
can be had in “Social Services in Bristol” published by the Bristol Council o 
Social Service, 4 Berkeley Square, Bristol 8, telephone 20358. .
